While in northern North Dakota, 
pictures were obtained of flying 
White Pelicans, courting Can- 
vas-back, and an intimaie study of the nest- 
ing of the colorful Holboell’s Grebe. To these 
were added a Gadwall, an Avocet, two 
Wilson’s Phalaropes, an Eastern and an 
Arkansas Kingbird, and a Pied-billed Grebe, 
all nesting in the shadow of the nest of a 
Swainson’s Hawk. Winter and summer trips 
to the Canadian Rockies produced superb 
big game pictures against inspiring moun- 
tain backgrounds. Let this lecture be the op- 
portunity for all members to make BIRD 
CLUB LOYALTY NIGHT exactly what the 
name implies.

It is a remarkable film of a re- 
markable place . . . Yellowstone, 
revered by the Indian as the 
dwelling place of spirits, land of 
waterfalls, hot springs and gey- 
sers, of brilliant wild flowers, 
towering peaks, and sanctuary 
for everything wild. This is the 
story of our heritage in the 
Rockies.

The March 27 presentation of “The Four 
Corners” at Soldan High School was en- 
thusiastically received by an audience of 
over 1200. It is a fitting tribute to Mr. Bailey 
and the the Natural History Screen Program 
that attendance has steadily increased 
throughout the years. Fitzpatrick, himself, 
would have cause to be envious of the 
breathtaking views, the comprehensive treat- 
ment, and even continuity found in “The 
Four Corners’. Particularly impressive was 
the sequence taken among the Navajos. Bird 
lovers were more than satisfied with the inti- 
mate studies of Ptarmigan in the high Rockies, 
the Broad-tailed Hummingbird, the Western 
Tanager, and the Plumbeous Vireo. Scenic 
panoramas of the high Colorado Mountains, 
the desert in bloom, Mesa Verde National 
Park, Ship Rock, and Monument Valley... 
all contributed to the flowing chromatic 
record. Surely, few left the lecture hall with- 
out yearning for that Western trip after the 
war's end.

Few 
realize how much time and energy is required 
to run our organization. May this brief tribute 
prevent their jobs from being altogether 
thankless. 


NEXT YEAR’S PROGRAM 


Since this is the last issue of the Club 
Bulletin this spring, we want you to know 
what is in store for next year as far as lectures 
are concerned. Already, Dr. Olin Sewall 
Pettingill, Jr. has agreed to return to the 
Club's lecture platform, the date to be some- 
time next fall. Murl Deusing of the Milwaukee 
Public Museum has consented to bring his 
remarkable new bird film to St. Louis on 
Jan. 3lst next. Alfred M. Bailey will return 
to St. Louis for his fifth consecutive March 
as a St. Louis Bird Club lecturer. Negotia- 
tions are almost completed for the coming of 
Dr. A. A. Allen to St. Louis in April with his 
excellent film, ‘Birds on the Home Front.” 
And to climax the season, the Club will be 
particularly honored with an appearance at 
the Club’s Annual Meeting of Athos and 
Sara Menaboni of Dunwoody, Georgia. 
Athos Menaboni is one of the world’s greatest 
bird artists, and his consenting to come to 
St. Louis is spreading a great deal of antici- 
pation already on the part of those of us who 
know and admire his work. Charming Sara 
Menaboni will make the program an 8-bell 
double feature. Other lectures are in the 
making, and all in all, it looks as if we’re in 
for a season of one highlight after another. 


As we go to press we are able to give an 
account of only one Bird Walk, the first one 
on April 2, but what a walk that was! Tem- 
perature 32 degrees and 110 shivering bird- 
watchers on hand. If you could have seen 
the way certain of the groups went into hud- 
dles whenever a semi-windless spot was 
found, stamping around and blowing on fin- 
gers, you'd have said they were ‘crazy asa 
loon.’ But the reward for those ‘‘crazy,’’ 
hardy bird-watchers was just that... a loon. 
Possibly the best find we’ve ever had on a 
Bird Walk was the Common Loon that dived 
and fished in the large lagoon just in front 
of the Art Museum. The reason we dub it a 
first-place find is not that the Common Loon 
is too uncommon as a migrant in this area; 
it's the amazing fact that it would have the 
courage to land in a city park. You know, the 
loon is so constructed physically that it must 
have a large body of water in order to take 
off. Were a loon to land on one of the smaller 
park lagoons it would simply be stuck there. 
There’s a moral to this loon story: It's that 
Forest Park is a good place to see birds and 
Bird Walks every Sunday in April starting 
from Jefferson Memorial at 7:30 A.M. a good 
time to start. You'll have a chance to see 
birds such as these, part of the species 
recorded April 2: Ring-billed Gull, Cooper's 
Hawk, Wilson's Snipe, Bewick’s Wren, Coot, 
Shrike, Prairie Horned Lark, Greater Yellow- 
legs, Solitary Sandpiper, Pied-billed Grebe. 
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Mrs. O. C. K. Hutchinson of Alton, Illinois, 
reports that eleven Bald Eagles were ob- 
served January 29 along the Illinois River 
below Hardin, Illinois. Those enjoying this 
observation were Mrs. Hutchinson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Waterbury, and Father Link.

The Annual Spring Census of the St. Louis 
Bird Club will take place on Sunday, May 
14th, starting from the spot where the Sea 
Scout Base at Creve Coeur Lake used to be. 
That's at the foot of the concrete steps that 
lead from the streetcar stop. The time: 6:30 
A.M. until about 9:30 or 10 A.M. Take a Creve 
Coeur streetcar. Other census will be taken 
all over the region by various cooperating 
groups. Last year with the help of the Web- 
ster Groves Nature Study Society, Rockwoods 
Reservation, the Grafton Nature League, the 
Principia, Father Link's Trailrangers, and 
others, the total for the day was 177 species. 
That is a terrifically high figure to shoot at 
but we’re going to try and surpass it. 
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Horseshoe Lake, Illinois on March 25 was 
the scene for 16 species of ducks, 2 Horned 
Grebes, 30 American Golden Plovers. The 
ducks included 2 Hooded Mergansers, 20 
American Mergansers, 6 Red-breasted Mer- 
gansers, 1 Buffle-head, 1 Redhead, 2 Blue- 
winged Teal, and varying numbers of Ring- 
neckéd Ducks, Lesser Scaup Ducks, Mallards, 
Canvas-backs, Gadwalls, Baldpates, Shovel- 
lers, Pintails, Ruddy Ducks, and American 
Golden-eyes. 
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St. Charles highlights on April 1: 4 White- 
fronted Geese, 1 field of 300 American Gol- 
den Plovers, 3 Long-billed Dowitchers, and 
5 American Bitterns.

Marian L. Hundley has given us a good 
working prescription of how to make an 18 
mile military march something more than 
just a chore. He reported that on January 16, 
while on such a march from Jefferson Bar- 
racks to Moss Hollow, he was.able to identify 
30 species of birds, although handicapped by 
the lack of field glasses. Another interesting 
observation of Marian’s was made in early 
September of last year. He counted 2,293 
American Egrets flying south along the Mis- 
sissippi River between 6:15 and 7:00 P.M. 
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The Zoo has been receiving many calls 
about the “ducks’’ on the Post Dispatch 
Lake, which has been drained for the last 
few weeks. What kind of ducks were they? 
They were Herring and Ring-billed Gulls in 
all stages of maturity. The big attraction was 
the fish that had been left stranded when the 
lake was drained. Our thanks to park officials 
for giving us a muddy lagoon at Bird Walk 
time. 


The personnel of the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission, of which Edward K. Love is 
a member, has recently visited Cape Girar- 
deau, Sikeston, and New Madrid, Missouri. 
In each town a new chapter was enthusiast- 
ically formed. It is the Commission’s intention 
to visit many other districts in the state. We 
heartily endorse the splendid work being 
done by this group resulting in bird and 
natural resource protection to a degree here- 
tofore unknown in Missouri.
